Letter from Harper's Ferry.

The Government is massing a considera- 
ble number of troops here, for WtaSl Jim 
pose it would be vain to speculate at pn - 
aenu Major General Hancock has tbe 
headquarters of his veteran corps at Win- 
chester, some thirty miles further up tb«' 
valley. We are temporarily altaehed to 
his corps and const:: UK' what is called the 
"First Provision:! 1 Division." The first 
brigade consists of the 144th, 14<»lh ami 
1-Vlth Indiana Volunteers. The division is 
commanded by Brevet Major (Jem -nil 
Krauks, our brigade by Brevet IJrigadier 
QSNFSl Love. Both officers seem to be 
gentlemen of the right stamp, and officers 
Knowing their duties. 

Although we are not exactly in the front, 
we are near enough to develop the metal til 
both officers utxi men. The first niuht after 
our Rmval here some of our outposts were 
attacked by a small party o* MMl scouts: 
the word was brought to our camp and in 
ten minutes Lieut. Col. Ferguson, then in 
command, had every man in the regimen', 
under arms and in line. Most of the met 
man ned up to the old dilapidated breast- 
works with as much coolness as old sold- 
iers, not thinking for a moment that there 
was not a single round of ammunition in 
the regiment. Our officers tveie not long 
in supplying the men with forty rounds 
each. After remaining in line an" hour we 
r.-turntsd to our quarters well satisfied with 
the favorable result of this our first battle. 

Your readers have no doubt heard some- 
thing of tbe light in this vicinity between 
the liith Pennsylvania cavalry and Mos- 
by'a men. Our troops were ordered one 
day last week to scout a part of this and 
Ixiudou county in search of a band which 
had for some tiuie lieen hovering around 
and annoying: our outposts. The expedi- 
tion .-. insisted of the 12th Pennsylvania 
cavalry, under Col. Heno, and a part of tht- 
1st regmiHiit of veterans. Alter proceed- 
ing some twenty-five miles the cavalry un- 
expectedly came upon some five hundred 
of MosbyV men, and were received with so 
much warmth that they were compelled to 
fall back upon their infantry reserve. The 
rebels followed, and were in turn repulsed 
and routed. We lost seventy men and took 
sixty prisoners. 

Excellent health prevails among the 
lroo|*t at this place. The energy displayed 
by our officers and the spirit with which 
the men enter upon their duties, is goin". 
in a short time to prepare them for the ac- 
tive duties of the field, and then our friends- 
may look for a good account from us.

The Florida Expedition. 

New Orleans .hues to the 29th are furnish- 
by steamer Arthur, 

The True Delta l»»rns, from a gentleman 
who recently arrived from Key West, the 
following inteiestng particulars of tbe expe- 
dition which left that place on April 6th. 
The expedition consisted of two infantrv 
regiments, ad and 99th United States Cav- 
alry, and 2d Florida white Cavalry, under 
com m sod of General Newton, District Com- 
mander, in person. Several vessels of the 
Navy, under cotnmand of Lieutenant Com- 
manding Gibson, also started with the ex- 
l>editien, intending to destroy the town ol 
St. Mark, but owing to the shallowness of 
the water in St. Majks they were forced to 
the gulf without accomplishiug any dam- 
■mtO tbe enemy. The vessels were flag- 
ship Hibiscus, Fort Henry, St-irs and 
Stripes, Isouoma, Spirit and Magnolia. 

The troops landed at tbe light-house at 
the mouth of St. Marks River, and advanc- 
ed rapidly to Last River, which empties 
into St. Marks. 

A short distance from the mouth of East 
rtiver, our forces came upon the rebels, and 
a brisk skirmish ensued, resulting in the 
remiss of the enemy with considerable loss. 
They retreated, leaving in our possession, 
at the ford o! East Itiver, one piece of artil- 
lery. 

A short distance from the town of St. 
Marks, the river of that name, makes a 
sudden turn, and runs parallel with East 
River. Three mih s above this bend is the 
town of Newport, where the rebels had a 
shot and shell-factory. At this njarr the 
enemy fell back, our troops closely pursu- 
ed, and drove the Confederates from the 
town and across the river bridge, which 
they destroyed gflfll mossilHl All the prop- 
erty belonging to the rebel Government in 
\. w port, including the shot and shell-fac- 
tory, was burned. General Newton march- 
ed his forces to a point eight miles sbov< 
Newport to the National Bridge, where r <■ 
again met the enemy in increased numbe rs. 
The position was vigorously attacked, s> nd 
the rebels again driven, our troops pr.rsu- 
mg to within a few miles of Tallah assee. 
Heavy additional reinforcements eon '.d n,,w 
l»e seen coming to the assistance of < j ie reb- 
els, and General Newton determin «j to fall 
back. Recrossing the St, Marks Itiver. at 
lbs National Bridge, he fell b jck about 
Hues miles to a posiiion noticed by him on 
Ids march inland, and here 1 , e threw u; 
slight breastworks. The cue mv speedih ! 
followed, and assaulted with r nei'r three feg 
ments of infantry. The attach .ofthissuperior 
force was repulsed. AnotI , er speedilv fol- 
lowed. This too was dsfSf lle u an( i the ene- 
my retreated, leaving G< .„eral Newton in 
undisturbed possession of the field. 

< »ur forces now teSKU ..\ y withdrew to the 
oosst, where they begr , u t b e destruction ol 
the salt-works. Soui' , twelve large houses 
were utterly demoli' iUe d, keltles smashed 
aud huildiugsburnr . Had it not been for the 
shallow water on t be bar, the town of St. 
Marks would alsr , have suffered. The ob- 
leet of the BXpsdJ , vm was mainly to destroy 
St. Marks, for i v oatiio to the knowledge ol 
General Newto „, that the rebels intended, 
now that Cha- ,-ieston and Wilmington bad 
fallen, to mal >e lU i s a great blockade-run- 
ning port. n . here is a splendid harbor here, 
and snitsbw . for that purpose, but our block- 
ade-runnir g n ( . e t will, for the preseut, pre- 
vent moot , coa iraband business from beine 
done. 

In the entire expedition, our losses were 
only ou a hundred and forty-seven in killed, 
wound e( i , m d missing, while that of the en- 
euJ 3'i as VSJ learned from deserters who aft- 
ersrs r d came off to our ships, was over four 
bur dred.— [Telegraphic Correspondence 
t3» iciunali Commercial.

ii the beginning he has reasoned with 
people, and that openly, about the 
bote matter. Twice he was sentenced to 
e hung by a secret Military Commission, 
out the authorities never could find a man 
to do the work.

Mitchell volunteered as counsel for the 
men, and after five months' trial he gained 
bi> point aud convinced a South Carolina 
jury that these men were free. To do this 
you can imagine bow fearlessly this brave 
soul must have worked. An intelligent 
quadroon toid me that he was present dur- 
ing tbe last ten or twelve sessions, and that 
Mitchell's eloquence was perfectly start- 
UaSJS at any rate, it had tbe effect of awak- 
ening the jury so much to the importance 
of the deeisiosj that I suppose thej- were 
really frightened into a favorable verdict. 

"He has never been publicly mentioned 
at < harleston since then, except in very 
doubtful terms; they did not dare to touch

In San Francisco about one hundred and 
t wenty teachers are employed in tbe Public 
Schools— six grammar masters with a sala- 
ry of 92,100 per year, one male sub-master, 
$l,i>00 per year, three male teachers in the 
High Schools, salary v -,4t»0 per year, and 
sav, one hundred female assistant teachers 
with salaries from $700 to $1,000 per annum. 
The semi-annual examinations for appli- 
cants seeking positions in these schools are 
held by the City Board on the tenth of May 
and the fifteenth of December, and teachers 
from the Etist seeking posi.ions in the city 
schools should arrive here at those seasons,* 
as no special examinations are held by the 
City Boartl. The co-»t of board in San Fran- 
cisco is from $30 to §40 per month. At these 
semi-annul examinations there is usually a 
demand for half a dozen good female teach- 
ers. The best time for securing ungraded 
schools in the State at large, is during fhe 
months of May, June and July. During 
these months tbe Stats Supertendant re- 
ceives, say, from thirty to forty applications 
for teachers. In these country schools, the 
salary of male teachers is about $o0 per 
month aud board, or §75 per month without 
board, and for female teachers from §40 to 
§45 per month and board. The demand for 
female teachers is greater than for male, in- 
asmuch as the 97,000 bachelors in tbe State 
are always on the lookout for school ma'ams, 
especially if they are young and pretty.

Am ong the criticisms which have been 
inadf. on Mr. Tennyson's poem of Enoch

Imjf irobable incident that Enoch should 
ha ve beeu able to live and to work in his 
U itive village so long without being rsoOg- 
r ifawd. The following true story, related by 
the Jacobite Dr. William King, in the Po- 
litical and Literary Anecdotes of his own 
l imes, shows that such an incognito had 
really been kept up: 

About the year 170ti I knew one Mr. 
Howe, a sensible, well-natured man, pos- 
sessed of an estate of £700 or ,t>00 per an- 
num. He married a young lady of a good 
family in tbe wist of England: her maiden 
name was Mallet; she was agreeable in her 
person and manners, and proved a very 
good wife. Seven or eight years after they 
had been married, be rose one morning 
very early, and told his wife he was obliged 
to go to the Tower to transact somo particu- 
lar business: the same day, at noon, his 
wife received a note from him, in which he 
informed her that he was under a ne- 
cessity of going to Holland, and should 
probably be absent three weeks or a 
month. He was absent from her seven- 
leeu years, during which time she neither 
heard lrom bim nor of him. The evening 
before he returned, whilst she was at sup- 
per, and with her some of her friends and 
relations, particularly one Dr. Rose, a phy- 
sician, who had married her sister ("I' 
was very well acquainted," says King, 
"with Dr. Rose, ana he frequently enter- 
tained me with this remarkable story,") a 
billet, without any name subscribed", was 
delivered to her, in which the writer re- 
quested the favor of her to give him a meet- 
ing the next evening in the Birdcage Walk, 
in St. James's Park. When she had read 
her billet she tossed it to Dr. Rose, aud, 
laughing, "You see, brother," said she, "as 
old as I am I have got a gallant." Rose, 
who perused the note with more atteutiou, 
declared it to be Mr. Howe's handwriting; 
this surprised all the company, aud so 
much affected Mrs. Howe that she fainted 
away. However, she soon recovered, 
when it was agreed that Dr. Rose and 
his wife, with the other gentlemen and 
ladies who were then at supper, should 
attend Mrs. Howe the next evening to 
the Birdcage Walk. They had not been 
there more than five or six minutes when 
Mr. Howe came to them, and, after sa- 
luting his iriends and embracing his wife, 
walked home with her, and they lived to- 
gether in great harmony to the day of bis 
death. But the most curious part of my 
tale remains to be i elated. When Howe 
left his wife they lived in a house in Jermyn 
street, near St. James' Church. He went 
no farther than to a little street iu West- 
minster, where he took a room, for which 
he paid five or six shillings a week, and, 
changing his name, aud disguising biuiselt 
by wearing a black wig (for he was a fair 
man), he remained in this habitation the 
whole time of bis absence. He had two 
children by his wife wheu be departed 
from her, who were both living at that 
lime, but they both diedyouug a few year* 
after. However, during their lives, the 
second or thind year after their father 
disappeared, Mrs. Howe was obliged to 
apply for an Act of Parliament to pro- 
cure a proper settlement of her husband's 
estate, aud a provision for herself out of 
it during his absence, as it was uncertain 
whether he was alive or dead. This Act 
he suffered to be solicited and passed, 
and enjoyed the pleasure ol reading the 
progress of it in the votes, in a little coffee- 
house near his lodgings, whicii he frequent- 
ed. Upon quitting his house and family in 
the manner I have mentioned, Mrs. Howe 
at first imagined, as she could not conceive 
any other cause for such abrupt elopement, 
that he hasleontracted a large debt unknown 
to her, and by that means involved himself 
in difficulties whioh he could not easily 
surmount; and for some days she lived in 
continual apprehensions of demands from 
creditors, of seizures, executions, etc. But 
nothing of this kind happened : on the con- 
trary, he did not only leave his estate quite 
free and unincumbered, but he paid the 
bills of every tradesman with whom he had 
any dealings; and upon examining his pa- 
pers in due time after he was gone, proper 
receipts and discharges were found from 
all persons, whether tradesmen or others, 
with whom he had any manner of transac- 
tions or money concerns. Mrs. Howe, af- 
ter the death of her children, thought proper 
to lessen her family of servants and the ex- 
penses of her housekeeping, and there- 
fore removed from her house in Jermyn- 
street to a little house iu Brewer -street, 
near Golden Square. Just over against 
her lived one Salt, a corn-chandler. I 
knew Salt, who related to me the particu- 
lars which I have here mentioned, and 
many others which have escaped my mem- 
ory. About ten years after Howe's abdica- 
tion he contrived to make an acquaintance 
with Salt, and was at length in such a de- 
gree of intimacy with him, that he usually 
dined wiib Salt once or twice a week. From 
the room in which they ate it was not diffi- 
cult to look into Mrs. Howe's dining-room, 
where she sat und received her company; 
and Salt, who believed Howe to be a bache- 
lor, frequently recommended his own wife 
to bim as a suitable match. During the last 
seven years of this gentleman's absence he 
went every Sunday to St. James' Church, 
and used to sit in Mr. Salt's seat, where he 
had a view of his wife, but could not easily 
be seen by her. After he returned borne he 
never would confess, even to his most inti- 
mate friends, the real cause of such singu- 
lar conduct; apparently there was none; 
but, whatever it was, he was certainly 
ashamed to own it. Dr. Rose has often 
said to me, that he believed his brother 
Howe would never have returned to his 
wife if the money which he took with him, 
which was supposed to have been £1,000 or 
£2,000, had not been all Bpenl; and he must 
have been a good economist, and frugal in 
his manner of living, otherwise his money 
would scarce have held out; for I ' 



he had his whole fortune by him, I mean 
what he carried away with him in nionev 
or bank bills, and daily took out of his bag 
like the Spaniard in Gil Bias, what was 
sufficient for his expen«es.

THE UNPARDONABLE 

Dr. Agnewuf New York, a devoted and 
energetir member of the U. S. Sanitary 
Commission, writes to the President of that 
noble organization, from Wilmington N. 
C, an account of the condition of our ex- 
changed prisoners now at that point await- 
iug shipment North. We make the follow- 
ing extract from his terribly graphic des- 
cription: 

The returned prisoners sent into Wil- 
mington numbered about nine thousand. 
AUmt six thousand of the less famished 
have gone North. General Abbott, who 
received our poor fellows in the Exchange, 
has just told me that language would ut- 
terly fail to describe their condition. Filth, 
rags, nakedness, starvation, were personi- 
iie»l in their condition. Many of tha — 
were in a state of mind resembling idiocy, 
uuable to tell their names, and lost to all 
sense of modest)', unconscious of their 
nakedness and general condition. "Some 
of them moving about on their band* and 
knees, unable to stand upon their gan- 
grenous feet, looked up like hungiydogs, 
beseeching the observer for a bite of bread 
or a drop of water." Some of them hitched 
along on their hands and buttocks, pu-h- 
ing along gangrenous feet, literally re- 
duced to bone and shreds, before tLem. 
Others leaned upon staves and glanced 
from sunken eyes through tbe parch- 
m. nt-like slits of their o; en ejelids 
into spate without having the power 
to fix an intelligent gaze upon puling 
objects. I then giirgled, and smirk- 
ed*, and hobbled liked starved idots, while 
some adamantine figures walked erect, a^ 
though r.-solved to move the skeleton 
homewards so long as vitality enough re- 
mained to enable them to do so. To see tbe 
men who remain bore in hospital would 
move a heart as hard and cold as marble. 
Their condition is that of men who have for 
months Mflmd chronic >t:irvation. Their 
arms and legs look like coarse reeds, with 
bulbous joints— their faces look as though 
:r.-k lili'ul taxidenni>l had drawn tanned 
skin over the bare skull, and then plaOM 
false eves in the orbital cavities. They de-

The Philailelphia Press of Tuesday has a 
judicious and forcible article on the teudou- 
< y that has become so prevalent in the 
North to make a hero, a great and even ex- 
cellent man, of lieu. Lee. It exposes tbe 
absurdity and folly of this notion.
